A. An important or urgent Item intercepted at aU 

be filed Immediately riLthout regard to possible dupUoaUon 
from ttie West Coast occurring in the meantime. 

B The West Coast files to Wasliington its entire NONA Shglish 
M^rsHo^^gereven though some of It 

voloeoaete. This dupUcaUcn la weloomsd ^ ® 

editors, as the Eiiglish Morse Is used as ooofirmato^ copy, 
partiouiarly where names and staUst^s ^ concern^, and 
makes speolflo queries to the field unnecessary. In 
addlUcn, some of the dupUcate Phgllsh HorM 
ni’blished in part, or cited in editorial notes, to indicai^ 
ol^s dlver^cies between Home and N®* ^

C. Occasional lapses on the part of field editors, especially 
new ones.
